NEW LOOK ON THE INCLINE 
When you think you've seen all 
there is to: behold in the marvel- 
ous world of motorcycle racing, 
pack up your parasol and take a 
trip to Muskegon, Michigan. There 
look for a mountain named Gar- 
field that juts out of the otherwise 
flat Lake Michigan shore and wait 
on its eastern slope for the once- 
a-year gathering of the greatest 
incline artists in the world.

Just about ten thousand spectators 
turned out for the spectacle this year, 
including a couple hundred of the ‘‘dregs 
of the earth,’’ as announcer Dick Pearson 
called them, The dregs madea shambles 
of the Muskegon National in 1966, only 
this year the club was ready for anything. 
Faced with $3,700 worth of special police 
armed with riot guns, the dregs departed 
at midday, apparently convinced that for 
them, the hillclimb was a ‘“‘bad trip.” 

The trip was worthwhile, however, for 
the professional hillclimbers, who were 
racing for a $4,000 purse, plus the Na- 
tional title, 

For the rest of us it was a wonder and 
a revelation, First the Amateur class, 
limited to 45 cubic inches of displace- 
ment, attacked the incline, led by local 
favorite Jack Taylor ona ‘‘Snell Special’’ 
built by dealer-club president Jim Snell, 
which broke the. string in 7.92 seconds. 

Each of the 15 Amateurs and 13 Ex- 
perts were entitled to three shots at the 
slope. Taylor still had one ride left when 
he was declared the winner. 
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The only man who bettered Taylor? 5 
time was Earl Bowlby, BSA dealer from 
Ohio, who was the first Expert to attack 
the incline. In a ride so quick and smooth 
it took your breath away, Earl shot 
straight up Mt, Garfield on his fuel- 
burning BSA twin to set a goal of 7.87 
seconds for the other Experts to shoot 
for,

spoken, 34-year-old Ohioan says he plans 
to spend his prize ‘‘on making my cycle 
go faster," He tells us that hillclimbing 
success ‘‘depends about equally on three 
things: Luck, horsepower and rider." 
Bowlby’s BSA cranks out an estimated 
100 horsepower. 

Down on luck, but well supplied with 
the other two factors were runners-up 
Louis Gerencer from Elkhart, Indiana 
and Jim Snell, Fifty-seven-year-old Earl

Tth ANNUAL 
SALINAS RAMBLERS 
AND ELKS 
CEREBRAL PALSY 
BENEFIT RACES 


In 1962, the Salinas Ramblers М.С, 
of Salinas, Cal. felt the desire and need 
to be of some definite community ser- 
vice. It was their wish to associate with 
a sponsoring organization for the pur- 
pose of providing a charitable use for the 
proceeds of their motorcycle races. The 
Salinas BPO Elks Lodge No. 614 had the 
manpower and organization to sponsor 
such events, and first and foremost, it 
had as its charitable goal the aiding of 
cerebral palsied and other physically 
handicapped children. 

Under the-co-sponsorship of the Ram- 
blers and Elks, the first races were held 
in the summer of 1962, at the Sheriff’s 
posse grounds in Salinas, The public 
response was so great that plans were 
made immediately to move the races to 
the California Rodeo Grounds with a 
seating capacity of 20,000 people. The 
attendance at that first event was approx- 
imately 1,500 and the net proceeds were

$2,200. Since that modest beginning, 
races have been held annually and the 
attendance has increased to approxi- 
mately 10,000 and the net profits to 
$11,165.47 in 1967. Six years of racing 
under the co-sponsorship has resulted 
in a total contribution of $33,832.20 for 
the benefit of cerebral palsied and other 
handicapped children, 100% of the net 
proceeds derived for the yearly one-day 
racing event go to this great cause.

A THOUGHTFUL READER SPEAKS 


Having just returned from Indianapo- 
lis,I have a few thoughts and observa- 
tions I would like to air through your 
media, First of all, I don't know how I 
got along before I discovered your paper. 
Although the monthly magazines do serve 
a purpose, I would not trade my sub- 
scription to Cycle News for all other 
periodicals combined. In times past, I 
would be anywhere from three to six 
months behind on the national scene and 
in some instances, would never know 
the results. 

All this leads up to a couple of gripes I 
have in regard to the competition scene, 
I attend as many Nationals as possible 
and that are in my range (Daytona, 
Louisville, Indianapolis, Peoria, Spring- 
field in the past) and Iam sure that many 
who attend have a problem that is similar 
to mine. Despite the general opinion that 
no one but unemployed and unwashed 
playboys attend these events, many of us 
have to be on the job each Monday morn- 
ing and it is bad enough to ride 200 to 
700 miles home after the race without 
being delayed two or three hours be- 
cause of sloppy organization by the pro- 
moter, Some do a creditable job but most 
run one to three hours behind schedule 
and apparently have no regard for 
promptness. 

Another gripe I have is the lack of 
publicity or information that follows the 
National circuit and the sportingeneral, 
You in California have no idea the desert 
of information in our area, The papers in 
our area never have one line about any 
events either before or the results, Ten 
years ago, stock car racing wasabouton 
the same level as motorcycle competi- 
tion is today but the sanctioning organi- 
zation did something about their sítua- 
tion, Why can't the AMA hire a staff or 
at least one or two public relation people 
to follow the circuit and flood the local 
media where an event is to be held and 
the wire services with interviews, pic- 
tures, history and other information, I 
would think the promoters would be will- 
ing to pay a higher sanction fee if they 
were to get something in return, 

If a sport as boring and uninteresting 
as golf can command such a following 
and the status it enjoys today, the poten- 
tial that motorcycle competition has is 
unlimited if only the AMA and the pro- 
moters could get the bush league thinking 
out of their mind. Some steps in the 
right direction have been taken but there 
must be some changes made and more 
effort put forth if our sport is ever going 
to achieve the status it deserves.

Mt, Garfield is a unique challenge to 
the professional hilltamers. The 10-foot 
starting chute at the bottom is clay, 
which offers almost too much traction. 
The slope itself is firm sand and its 60- 
degree slant calls for a fairly highgear. 
So in order to make a good time your 
motor has to possess enough torque to 
break traction in the sticky clay and pull 
a tall cog through a whole lot of revs. 
You can’t shift gears when youare pilot- 
ing 350 lbs. of rocketing cycle up a 
bumpy 60-degree slope.Hillclimbers turn 
the throttle all the way on and leave it 
there, controlling their fuel-gulping en- 
gines with the kill button.

Catchers in The Rye 

«What goes up must come down’’ was 
never truer than in the case of profes- 
sional hillclimbers, The Muskegon Club, 
honcho’d by President Jim Snell, pro- 
vides husky members to catch the bikes 
and riders who don’t make it all the way, 
and a power hoist to lower the machines 
gently down again.

feet high. But in the early days winds and 
erosion whittled ten feet off the top. When 
the club saw its favorite mountain blow-

The first man ever to make it over the 
top was famous Joe Petrali in 1928, After 
that times got quicker until the club was

A particularly frisky turnout of Ama- 
teurs put on a show that supplied more 
than its share of thrills and upsets 
(some literal), 

‘Two exuberant yellow-plate riders 
were hospitalized in separate heat race 
accidents, though luckily neither incur- 
red critical damage. Lee Wheeler (BSA) 
suffered an injured ankle when he whack- 
ed the wall coming out of the first turn, 
and Mike Farrell’s chin was somewhat 
the worse for wear after he took a hard 
tumble over the high side of his BSA. 





It was on the restart of the race in

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Aug. 11—There 
is something special about hare 
scrambles in Las Vegas, the city 
that plays all night (particularly 
after a State Championship!). 
Twenty-five miles south of Vegas 
was the setting for the large con- 
tingency of riders from California, 
Nevada and other states, who 
were lined up and ready to go at 
10:00 a.m. for the three loops of 
a fast, mgged, twenty-five mile 
course. 

Fast-charging, Norton-mounted Mike 
Patrick, #7, took the overall win to prove 
again his position as top desert racer. 

The course was a wide counter-clock- 
wise sweep around a big mountain, The 
start was in open, bushy territory that 
led to the top of the mountain, viaa tight 
uphill with a few small rocks. A quick 
ascent brought us to a beautiful three- 
mile sandwash and a fire road followed 
by a fast trail, and then six danger marks 
cautioned the way to the only badrockon 
the entire course, Another mile-long 
sandwash and five miles of fire roads 
brought us back to the pits. 


Patrick At The Bomb 


At the smoke bomb on the top of the 
hill, the command position was held by 
Patrick; then came Tom Maxwell, #54, 
also on a Norton Twin, and Tom Poteet, 
#45x on a Bultaco was the first 250 
through. 

They made the first loop in about 
twenty-five minutes and Patrick came 
around with an unbelievable lead. Max- 
well had gotten off in a sandwash and 
Harold Mortensen, #55 on a Triumph and 
a member of the Checkers M.C., had 
taken over second spot, Al Baker, #13 
and also a member of the Checkers, was 
running well up in the bunch until he got 
a flat tire. 

On the second lap, Patrick still held 
the lead and hadalready addedafew more 
minutes over the second man, T ie heat 
wasn’t too bad as there were clouds over 
the sun, but everyone was getting tired 
and the course was pretty well sliced up.

Money Time 


First pro event was the 100-125-175 
GP Main, Dave Allee made his usual jet 
start, and due to a lack of competition 
from the Power Research Team, romped 
home an easy winner in both overall and 
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the 175 om his Bill Krause Honda, A 
scrap was waged for second between Rich 
Stuelke (175 Honda) and Dave Scott (100 
Yamaha). Stuelke eventually won out, and 
Scott remained in third, taking the 100 
class with ease. Scott will beheardfrom 
later, Oswald Auer took the 125 class 
and brought a Yamaha YAS-1 into the 
winner's circle for the first time at an 
AFM event. 

The Heavyweight Production Mainsaw 
George Kerker cruise home as the over- 
all winner, continuing the win streak for 
the all-new Norton Commando, He was 
challenged in the early laps by Roland 
Pagan (Triumph), but Pagan pulled out 
with a mis-fire, First 500 was the ever- 
present Dick Kilgroe, while the huge 350 
class was won by Hurley Wilvert, after 
race winner Dave Allee was protested. 
The 250 went to Gary Fiechtner (Suzuki). 
Word has been passed that AFM rules 
regarding production bikes will be en- 
forced at Tech. Inspection in the future. 
The most flagrant violations seem to 
center around removal of air cleaner 
assemblies and exhaust system baffles, 
After the production bash, five sidecars 
proceeded to slide around for eightlaps, 
with Reg Pridmore finally catching a 
wild Doug Bingham. The “chairs” should 
really be spectacular on the new eight- 
turn course to be opened up at Orange 
Co, Raceway Sept. 1, More on this later. 


Two Grand Finales 

The 250 pro race was a real cliff- 
hanger, as Steve McLaughlin and the 
aforementioned Dave Scott (who was the 
former 200cc champion of all Scotland) 
went at it tooth and nail, with a fast im- 
proving Don Emde right behind waiting 
for either to make a mistake, McLaugh- 
lin turned in perhaps the best ride of his 
career on a 250, coming from behind and 
passing the wily Scott, Scott finally 
passed at the last bend, and won in the 
drag race finish by half-a- wheel length. 
Fourth went to rising contender Bruce 
Tozier, fifth to Jack Simmons, and sixth 
to Tony Murphy. John Buckner was out 
for the first time in quite a while at an 
AFM event, and though he dropped out of 
the 250, made his presence known,

Final main was the 350-500-1000 GP, 
which was a battle between Reg Prid- 
more (Norton 500). and Phil Makanna 
(Norton 750). Makanna eventually won, 
and took fastest 12-lap time of the day 
as well. Pridmore nailed down the 500 
class, and Mike Kohn from Virginia took 
second. Second in the l000cc class was 
grabbed by Roland Pagan (Triumph 650) 
on his production machine, John Buckner 
(Yamaha 251) left all of the 350 opposi- 
tion behind, but there was a late lap 
struggle between Tom White (Honda 350) 
and Bob Bender (AJS 7R 350) with White 
grabbing second. Dave Blancett took 
fourth 350 on his Honda. 


New Course 


Next month, September 1, due to the 
growing success of the events at Orange 
Co, Int] Raceway, an additional section 
of the course adding three turns and 
about a quarter-mile will be opened, 
This never-used portion leads out of the 
Tower bend and returns by the last set 
of stands on the spectator side. A map of 
the new course will be published shortly 
in Cycle News, so watch for it, Thisnew 
move will benefit both the riders, by 
adding more challenge to the course, and 
the spectators, as aconsiderable amount 
of action will now be visible from the 
spectator side of the track. Falling on 
the Labor Day weekend, a lot of the 
Northern California AFM riders will be 
down to try the new one, so you So, Cal. 
riders turn out and welcome them, Re- 
member, with Labor Day actually falling 
on a Monday, there will be little traffic.

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TIJUANA, Mexico, July 28— The hardy 
motorcyclists who braved the Sunday 
morning rain to drive to the Autodromo 
de Tijuana in our neighboring Republic 
were overwhelmed by the sparking new 
racing plant that has been prepared 
there, They have used the basic quarter- 
mile oval but have hauled in tons of 
earth, and with blades and rollers have 
carefully manicured as fine a course as 
can be found anywhere. 

Taking off into the infield at the start 
of the backstretch the TT course curves 
and recurves, coming into a spectacular 
six-foot-high jump which is located right 
in front of the new 3,000-seat grand- 
stand. It continues, parallel to the oval 
and re-enters the main track at about 
the half-way mark in the back stretch. 
There are no really flat curves as all 
are carefully banked to engineering 
specifications. 

Some riders went out onto the track in 
the rain and found itbeautifully prepared 
but a little slick because of the down- 
pour, After 15 minutes the rain stopped, 
however, and & volunteer crew with 
shovels scampered out and tossed dry 
soil on the infield part of the course, 
Then the 10-wheeled roller was put back 
into use for another 10 or 15 minutes 
resulting in a perfect track for the first 
race, 

There were riders from as far away 
as Arizona and Santa Barbara, Calif. as 
the first series of motos were flagged 
off, The track has no official starter, 
so Dave Clemo volunteered to do the job, 
The riders found him an experienced 
hand and the races were flagged expertly. 

Spiker Upsets Ring 

San Diego fans felt confident that 
Husqvarna pilot R.W. Ring, who is the 
leading point scorer in District 38's 
250cc Expert class, would easily winhis 
class over a country boy from Yuma. 
His name? Roy Spiker, And although he 
was wearing a Kawasaki jacket and was 
called * The Bridgestone Kid" he was 
astride a showroom-new Yamaha En- 
duro, Ascot fans willalso remember him 
as one of Mel Dineson’s “Enfield Kids” 
when he lived in Bakersfield. The first 
moto was not yet a half-lap old when the 
watchers were sure of the outcome. This 
boy from the desert, who claims that 
lately he just gets together with friends 
on weekends and races out over the 
cactus-covered flatlands around Yuma, 
took Ring’s measure and gave him three 
sound shellackings. Bultaco-mounted 
Larry Bishop from Lemon Grove, Calif., 
who arrived too late to haveany practice 
laps, nevertheless looked impressive as 
he finished third, 

Brian Stanners of Los Angeles won the 
250cc Novice class with comparative 
ease, riding his Bultaco to wins in the 
first two motos and taking it easy in the 
third. The contest for second place be- 
tween Bultaco-mounted Gary Gilmore of 
San Diego and Carlos Iribe of Tijuana 
оп a Kawasaki, was a real “barn- 
burner." It was found that they both had 
an equal number of points but Iribe had 
finished higher in their out-of-the- money 
races so would have been awarded the 
trophy, but because he was the promoter 
of the races and wanted to give everyone 
the best chance possible he volunteered 
to have a run-off match race which Gil- 
more agreed to. It was a close contest 
with Iribe pulling away slowly as they 
crossed the finish line, and then, with 
the race over and won the only spill of 
the program happened, Iribe came back 
over the jump and as he landed on his 
rear wheel, his right foot slipped off the 
peg and he accidently twisted the throttle 
which threw his mount back on the rear 
fender, Carlos unloaded and his bike did 
five complete flips in the air. Iribe got 
off with a skinned elbow but it sure didn't 
do the motorcycle any good. The bike had 
been loaned him by Angel Rojas of Kawa- 
saki Mexicali so Carlos passed on his 
trophy to him. 

Banker Impressive 

Perhaps the most professional-looking 
ride of the day was displayed by diminu- 
tive Don Banker on his reed-induction 
Hodaka in the 100cc Expert class. Don is 
late of Idaho but now makes San Diego 
his home where he is employed by Jim 
McGuire in the manufacture of reed in- 
duction systems for two-stroke racing 
machines. He admitted that he got most 
of his riding experience on either rain- 
Soaked or snow-covered potato fields and 
said the local TT courses were like 
paved highways in comparison. Ward 
Ring's Honda just couldn't keep up with 
the hot-tuned two-stroke so Ring just

rode for the fun of it. Imagine his em- 
barrassment when he slipped off his 
saddle while doing a wheelie down the 
back stretch and skidded along on his 
posterior while his Honda rolled merrily 
on.
